Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1972,  prepared  on 
the  lines  indicated  in  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security 
Circular  l/73* 

Infectious  Diseases, 

The  number  of  infectious  disease  notifications  during  the  year  was  26, 
compared  with  135  in  1971?  the  decrease  being  mainly  due  to  the  fall  in 
measles  cases  from  102  to  17*  The  year  was  notable  for  the  fact  that  for 
the  first  time  no  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  reported,  whereas  the  figure 

for  1971  was  20. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  crude  birth  rate  followed  the  general  trend  throughout  the  country 
and  fell  from  15.28  per  thousand  population  in  1971  to  14*42  in  1972. 
Corrected  for  comparability,  in  age  and  sex  distribution  with  the  country  as 
a  whole,  the  figure  is  14*85,  which  is  almost  identical  with  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  of  14*80. 

The  crude  death  rate  per  thousand  population  rose  during  the  year  from 
11.24  to  12.44,  and  the  corrected  rate  of  9*95  compares  favourably  with  the 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  of  12.10,  which  showed  an  increase  on  the 
figure  for  1971  of  11.60. 

International  Certificates  of  Vaccination. 

One  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighteen  certificates  of  vaccination 
against  smallpox  and  cholera,  and  requiring  the  signature  of  the  doctor 
authenticated,  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 


National  Assistance  Act  1948  -Section  47* 

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act  1951* 

This  Section  provides  for  the  compulsory  removal  from  their  homes  of 
elderly,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated  persons,  who  are  not  receiving 
proper  care  and  attention.  Such  persons  are  often  living  on  their  own 
under  poor  and  insanitary  conditions.  It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any 
formal  action  during  the  year,  and  I  am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  with 
regard  to  the  case  reported  last  year  the  person  concerned  is  now  contented 
in  the  Home,  so  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  renew  the  Court  Order.

Family  Planning  Association  Clinic, 

A  new  clinic  operated  by  the  Family  Planning  Association  opened  at 
the  East  Sussex  County  Council  Clinic,  Uckfield,  in  January  of  this  year. 
Sessions  are  held  every  Tuesday  from  6,0  to  8. 30  P«^*  &nd  have  been  so 
well  attended  that  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  hold  further  sessions 
on  two  Wednesday  evenings  a  month. 

Staff. 

Regrettably  this  year  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  R.A.  ^ 
Williams,  was  compelled  to  take  prolonged  leave  due  to  ill  health  and  his 
deputy,  Mr.  R.  Charnick,  was  promoted  to  Acting  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector.  Mr.  D,  Cudd,  previously  District  Public  Health  Inspector  with 
this  authority  was  appointed  as  Deputy. 

The  imminent  retirement  of  two  of  the  departments  longest  serving 
members,  Mr.  R.A.  Williams  and  Mr.  W.  Roberts,  District  Public  Health 
Inspector,  poses  a  real  problem  in  the  maintenance  of  hygiene  standards  at 
a  time  when  there  is  such  an  acute  shortage  of  qualified  public  health 
inspectors. 


Housing. 

A  5%  sample  housing  survey  was  carried  out  during  1972  as  part  of  the 
Governments  drive  to  encourage  housing  authorities  to  formulate  a  strategy 
for  dealing  with  unfit  and  sub-standard  houses  within  the  next  ten  years. 

1,000  private  and  council  owned  houses  out  of  a  total  of  19 » 347  were 
selected  to  random  and  surveyed  by  the  Inspectors.  Estimates  have  been 
prepared  to  indicate  the  probable  number  of  houses  for  the  whole  district 
which  fall  into  certain  categories  of  condition. 

Certain  important  facts  came  to  light  which  should  not  be  ignored 

2,000  -  3,000  houses  in  the  district  require  extensive  repair  and/or 

the  provision  of  basic  modem  amenities. 

300  -  400  dwellings  lack  a  water  closet. 

1,500  -  2,000  dwellings  have  no  bathroom. 

The  current  rate  of  demolition  and  modernisation  suggests  that  it  will 
be  at  least  20  years  before  all  these  properties  are  dealt  with,  and  it 
should  be  remembered  that  it  is  usually  the  worst  of  the  tenanted  properties 
which  will  remain  unaltered  without  a  positive  housing  policy  being  implements 


Public  Health  Nuisance. 

An  ever  increasing  number  of  complaints  are  being  received  and  advice 
from  worried  owners  being  sought  concerning  private  drainage  disposal 
systems.  The  modernisation  of  country  properties  and  the  installation  of 
equipment  such  as  automatic  washing  machines  and  dishwashers,  not  to  mention 
additional  sanitary  facilities  has  led  to  many  systems  not  being  able  to 
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cope  with  the  resultant  increased  flow  of  drainage.  Advice  is  constantly 
given  by  the  department  at  the  planning  stage  where  alterations  are 
involved  but  the  clay  sub-soil  which  prevails  throughout  much  of  the 
district  limits  the  effectiveness  of  any  system. 

Looking  to  the  future  it  is  quite  apparent  that  further  surveys  will 
be  required  to  arrange  for  the  main  sewerage  of  the  district  wherever 
practicable. 

Noise. 


Problems  from  noise  continue  to  increase  and  on  two  occasions  it  was 
found  necessary  to  consider  the  service  of  abatement  notices  under  the 
Public  Health  Act  1936  and  Noise  Abatement  Act  I960. 

Numerous  complaints  and  e  pet i t ion  were  recei ved  concerning  noise 
emanating  from  an  expanding  timber  business.  Noise  level  readings  taken 
by  the  public  health  inspector  confirmed  that  a  nuisance  existed.  Noise 
Consultants  were  engaged  by  the  Company  but  notice  had  to  be  served  before 
remedial  works  were  carried  out.  These  included  improvements  to  soundproof 
the  structure  of  the  workshop,  closing  of  d6ors,  accoustic  baffling  of 
openings,  soundproofing  machinery  and  saws. 

in  complete  contrast  a  number  of  residents  complained  justifiably  about 
the  noise  from  a  small  diesel  driven  electric  generator  used  by  an  elderly 
householder  who  did  not  wish  to  connect  to  mains  electricity.  The  nuisance 
was  abated  when  the  generator  broke  down. 

Food  Comp  la  intj. 

A  slight  reduction  occurred  in  the  food  complaints  received  this  year 
I  am  pleased  to  report.  Complaints  included  mouldy  pork  pie,  sausages  and 
cheese;  maggot  in  pork  pie;  fly  in  beef , sausages ;  grease  in  bread; 
bird  pecked  bread;  string  in  chocolate  eclair;  glass  in  tinned  peas. 

It  is  sad  to  record  that  perishable  products  such  as  pies  and  sausages 
are  so  often  the  cause  of  complaint.  Close  supervision  of  the  manufacturers 
and  constant  inspection  and  education  at  the  point  of  retail  sale  is  of  the 
paramount  importance  if  standards  are  to  be  maintained  and  improved.  The 
frequent  change  of  ownership  of  the  small  village  shops  together  with  the 
staffing  difficulties  of  the  supermarkets  presents  the  inspectors  with  a 
never  ending  task  of  education. 

Legal  proceedings  were  authorised  under  Section  2  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act  1955  in  respect  of  the  sale  of  mouldy  processed  cheese  but  the  case  was 
dismissed.  The  Food  Standards  Committee  have  recently  undertaken  a  review 
of  date  marking  of  food  and  have  recommended  new  legislation  to  require  open 
date  marking  of  prepacked  food  which  would  include  short-life  food  such  as 
processed  cheese. 
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Untreated  Milk. 


During  the  year  89  samples  of  raw  milk  were  being  retailed  in  the  district 
from  17  different  sources  were  submitted  for  biological  examination  to  check 
for  the  presence  of  Brucella  abortus  and  tubercle  bacilli.  All  samples  were 
found  to  be  free  of  infection  but  7  samples  failed  the  methylene  blue  test 
indicating  that  improved  production  methods  were  desirable. 


Cream 


26  samples  of  raw  cream  were  also  submitted  for  biological  examination 
of  which  exactly  half  produced  unsatisfactory  methylene  blue  test  results, 
much  the  same  as  in  previous  years. 

Food  Hyg  iene . 

Steady  progress  was  made  in  the  improvement  and  control  of  food  premises 
and  some.  105  contravent ions  were  rectified. 

A  good  deal  of  attention  was  given  to  the  inspection  of  public  houses 
where  the  catering  aspect  of  trade  is  so  obviously  booming.  A  number  of 
complete  kitchen  refits  and  alterations  have  been  negotiated  with  the 
brewers  and  licencees  and  sanitary  accommodat ion  and  drainage  often 
provided  or  improved. 

Proceedings  were  taken  under  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations 
1970  in  respect  of  a  licensed  hotel  found  to  be  in  a  dirty  and  unsatisfactory 
condition.  A  fine  of  £110  with  £32.50  costs  was  imposed. 

Two  other  cases  were  taken  for  failure  to  provide  sanitary  accommodation 
in  public  houses  as  required  by  section  85  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1336 
and  fines  were  imposed  in  each  case. 

Planning  Liaison. 

Close  liaison  is  established  with  the  Area  Planning  Office  and  a 
system  developed  whereby  all  plans  deposited  with  the  Council  are  vetted 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  from  all  aspects  of  public  health 
legislation.  In  this  way  it  is  possible  to  achieve  many  necessary  and 
desirable  alterations  to  comply  with  the  relevant  legislation  before 
building  commences.

Ambulance  Services
